EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


How Routine Is Approval’? 


In our minds, one of the first real tests of the town 
manager charter is developing, on the basic issue of the 
confirmation of appointments by the Selectmen. 

Under the charter, the Selectmen must approve the town 
manager’s appointment except in a few, specified cases. 

And routinely, this has been a matter of harmony and 
accord, 

Now, the manager and Selectmen appear to be at odds 
over an appointment — and this brings up the question as 
to the extent to which the Selectmen should go in deter- 
mining whether approval should be given. 

Should, for example, the Selectmen examine the back- 
grounds of all candidates for a position, to satisfy them- 
selves that the recommended appointee is, indeed, the 
best of the candidates? 

Or should the Board accept the manager’s recommenda- 
tion, accompanied by whatever other recommendations may 
be in hand from other municipal agencies? 

Is approval merely a safeguard against the manager 
loading the payroll with relatives, or former associates? 
Or does approval carry with it the responsibility of in- 
vestigating the candidate nearly as fully as the manager 
and other interested town boards have done, before making 
a recommendation? 

It had been most peoples’ belief that the provision in 
the charter worked as a safeguard against poor practices 
by the manager, not as a means for any Selectman or group 
of Selectmen to, in effect, make their own appointment. 

It seems quite clear to us that the manager charter was 
written specifically to give the manager the power to 
appoint; and this assumes that he will also carry out 
whatever inquiries are necessary prior to making recom- 
mendations. It would not appear to us that the Selectmen 
have this responsibility, particularly if other town boards 
have joined in a recommendation with the manager. 

The question seems to be whether the Selectmen and 
manager jointly make the appointment, or whether approval 
comes after the recommended appointment is made to the 
Board. This may be splitting hairs, but it makes quite a 
difference when considering future appointments and the 
method to be used in making them. 

On one hand, the manager would make recommendations; 
on the other, he would have to bring in all the applications 
and ask the Selectmen whom he should go through the 
formality of recommending to the Board. The latter course, 
it appears to us, is impractical and indicates a lack of 


respect for the manager’s ability to do his job. 


Lesson In Patience 


\t last it appears that Rogers Brook reconstruction may 


get underway — and this is something of a tribute to the 
persistence of town officials. 

Ever since the town voted to match funds with the state 
to get this job accomplished, there has been an up-hill 
battle with what might be termed state red tape. 

First one thing then another has plagued this job; but 
finally there seem to be no obstacles to calling for bids 
and beginning construction. 

It will be good to get this often-annoying project 
started. once construction is begun, there
